Cemetery

KENSINGTON — Above the busy flat- 
lands, situated mostly in Kensington with 
small part in El Cerrito, is a silent com- 
Munity of nearly 55,000 souls. The Sun- 
Set View Cemetery is a 70-acre parcel of 
tolling lawns, stately old trees, Golden 
Gate vistas, green copses and human re- 
Mains. When it opened in 1908, a local 
newspaper touted it as a “silent city of 
the dead” which would be “beautified by 
artistic buildings and with trees and flow- 
ers.” The new burial place, in the “peace- 
ful Berkeley foothills,” the newspaper 
Said “is pervaded with spirit of restful- 
Ness.” 

Although the East Bay foothills are 
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not as peaceful as they were in 1908, the 
cemetery still lives up to its promise. It 
is indeed pervaded with a spirit of rest- 
fulness, quiet and contemplation. To walk 
among the dead and their quiet city of- 
fers reprieve from the jangled commerce 
and bustle of the city below. 

Redwood trees and palm tress, wil- 
lows and eucalyptus shade the green 
grass of the sanctuary. Ivy and flower 
beds come forth with spring’s new 
growth. There is a waterfall and pool set 
among the trees and surrounded by 
memorial plaques. There are a half-dozen 
crypts — solid little fortresses of granite 
and mortar designed to keep safe their 
occupants until kingdom come. 

Some of the gravestones and plaques 
lay flat to the ground while many others 
are huge chunks of granite or marble 
with names and dates inscribed. Obelisks, 
crosses, Masonic symbols, scrolls, Doric 
columns and squares of stone remind the 
living of the dead. Each lapidary re- 
minder tells a story, sometimes just dates 
of birth and death, but each stone was 
placed there by someone for someone. 

The remembered and the forgotten 
lay side-by-side at Sunset View. “Beloved 
wife” and “beloved father” and “beloved 
mother” can be found on many grave- 
stones. Some memorials have flowers or 
other items placed at their base, while 
others probably haven't been visited in 
decades. There are first names seldom 
heard today: Casiah, Cornelius, Minerva, 
Orsolina, Juriah, Enoch, Hulda and Eu-

ALBANY — A 15-year-old boy was 
brutally attacked in broad daylight April 
10 by a teen-ager seeking revenge, ac- 
cording to police reports. 

The police account reports that as he 
repeatedly stabbed the boy with a screw- 
driver, the assailant allegedly said, “You’re 
the kid that had me put in jail. You’re the 
kid that had me put in jail.” 

Just two weeks before, the 17-year- 
old Albany resident allegedly robbed the 
boy, stealing a fleece jacket, a Sony Walk- 
man and $25 — birthday gifts the boy re- 
ceived just days before. The strong-armed 
robbery occurred as the teen-age victim 
strolled down Solano Avenue near Key 
Route Boulevard. 

Police quickly located the suspect and

port said the suspect repeatedly stabbed 
and slashed the boy with a screwdriver 
while onlookers did nothing, according 
the the victim’s mother.

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El Cerrito takes aim at 
tobacco advertising

EL CERRITO — The City Council is 
fixing to tell the Marlboro cowboy to sad- 
dle up and get out of town. At last week’s 
meeting, the council unanimously ap- 
proved a proposed ordinance that would 
prohibit tobacco advertisements within 
1,600 feet of El Cerrito schools and play- 
grounds. The law would also require mer- 
chants who sell tobacco products in the 
city to secure a tobacco retailers license. 
Self-service displays and racks would also 
be prohibited. 

This move would make El Cerrito the 
first city in the county to require routine 
tobacco retail licensing. The ordinance 
has to be voted on again at the council’s 
April 19 meeting and is expected to be 


approved. 

“It makes me feel bad to see that I 
can’t go get a soda—I can’t get anything 
without seeing any of this,” said student 
Ashley Brandle about tobacco advertise- 
ments in convenience stores. Brandle, a 
seventh- grader at Portola Middle School, 
and other students made appeals to the 
council to enact the new law. Fifteen- 
year-old El Cerrito High School sopho- 
more Erica Dias said it is clear that ad- 
vertisements try to convey the message 
that “tobacco is like cool” and smokers 
are glamorous. Dias is a member of 
TIGHT — Tobacco Industry Gets Ham- 
mered by Teens—a group that promotes 
laws to keep stores from selling tobacco

EL CERRITO — Last week the 
Services for the 21st Century Com- 
mittee of the Whole celebrated its 
one year anniversary with cake 
and fruit juice, decided to stay in 
business, confirmed its future 
agenda, criticized last month’s Re- 
development Advisory Committee 
meeting and decided to keep their 
quorum at 15. 

“Do we, as a body, want to con- 
tinue on?,” asked committee i 
Thom Stark. The Committee of the 
Whole has been going through a 
rough spot since it officially recom- 
mended its report on redevelopment 
to the City Council last month. The 
report calls for an agency “hiatus” 
until its debt to the city general fund 
is repaid. An alternate report on re- 
development was prepared by a 
splinter group of the committee. 
There have also been charges that 
the city has not been completely 
forthcoming in supplying the com- 
mittee with financial numbers. 

The Committee of the Whole has 
also been criticized by some in the 
community for “going beyond its 
charge.” Also, citing frustrations with 
some members of the City Council 
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and city staff, Financial Review Team 
Chairman and influential Commit- 
tee of the Whole member Steve Mag- 
yary tried to resign from the group 
last month. Magyary was talked out 
of it by others on the committee. 

At its March 29 meeting, the RAC, 
on a split vote, recommended the al- 
ternate redevelopment report to the 
City Council. 

The way the RAC meeting was 
conducted has been criticized by 
some and at last week’s Committee 
of the Whole meeting, more criticism 
was heard, “They closed the public 
comment part off very, very quickly,” 
committee member Evelyn Kiresen 
said about the recent RAC meeting. 

Kiresen said the RAC made its de- 
cision “in the absence of any of our 
spreadsheet information.” 

Linda Blum, who is both a mem- 
ber of the Committee of the Whole 
and the RAC, said “the other side like 
just took right over” at the RAC 
meeting. She said there was a “feel- 
ing of hostility” and “bad vibes” at 
the March 29 meeting. Joseph Gross- 
man, also a member of the RAC who 
attended last week’s meeting, de- 
scribed last month’s RAC meeting as 
“dysfunctional.” Grossman said that

Committee of the Whole member 
Chuck Lewis disagreed with critics 
of the RAC meeting, saying that the 
RAC chairman “bent over backwards 
to make sure that members of the 
committee had a chance to get their 
questions asked.” Lewis later added: 
“I had no sense of what the outcome 
was going to be.” 

“We're at the point where we need 
to go forward,” said committee mem- 
ber Grant Ricketts while discussing 
the committee’s future. By general 
consensus, the 25 citizen members 
of the committee attending last 
week's meeting agreed. Sewall Glin- 
ternick, Manager of the El Cerrito 
Chamber of Commerce, agreed with 
other committee members, but cau- 
tioned: “I think we ought to keep in 
mind that the City Council did not 
empanel us as a runaway grand 
jury.” Glinternick said the council 
charged the group to “look at city fi- 
nances and determine if there was 
indeed a shortfall and suggest ways 
of taking care of the shortfall.”

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Hiking the great outdoors to help inner city ki¢

With 23 pounds on his back, 
plenty of trail mix and a keen sense 
of adventure, Nathan Martin begins 
a journey of a lifetime this week: a 
six-month walk in the woods to raise 
money for inner city kids who've 
never seen the wilderness. 

Martin, 33, is leaving the comforts 
of home to hike from California to 
Canada along the 2,650-mile Pacific 
Crest Trail. He spent eight months 
stockpiling food, buying the latest 
and greatest camping and hiking 
equipment, and training his body to 
walk 15 to 18 miles a day. 

“People don't really know what to 
make of this trip,” he said. “The 
whole thing is such a huge endeavor 
it’s kind of bewildering.” 

Martin is a seasoned outdoors- 
man who began hiking with an older 
family friend nearly 20 years ago. 
Since October, he has hiked between 
35 and 105 miles a month between 
work, family and social obligations. 

His job as a researcher on indus- 
trial-energy efficiency issues at 
Lawrence Berkeley Lab takes up a 
good deal of time, but Martin also 
has a full social calendar. He is into 
Cajun dancing, singing in the East 
Bay Jewish Chorus, biking and din-

victim’s mother, and took little 
time to apprehend the assailant.

“My interest in tobacco goes back 
many years because my mother 
started smoking at age 10 and con- 
tinued until she was 83,” Council- 
man Mark Friedman said at the 
meeting, “Although she lived a long 
life, the quality of her life was 
tremendously diminished by tobacco, 
and I think that in some ways my 
own life was diminished by seeing 
the pain that she suffered from to- 
bacco-related illnesses.” 

The ordinance as first proposed 
only called for licensing tobacco ven- 
dors who violated the advertisement- 
and-promotion restrictions. 

The model for El Cerrito’s pro- 
posed new law is a county ordinance 
recently passed by the Board of Su- 
pervisors of Contra Costa County. At 
Friedman's urging, the council mod- 
ified El Cerrito’s proposed new or- 
dinance to include “proactive” uni- 
versal licensing of all tobacco sellers. 
The cost of the license is not yet de- 
termined, but the fee would be 
enough to cover the city’s adminis- 
trative costs associated with the li- 
censing program. 

Michael Atri, owner of Smokers’ 
World on San Pablo Avenue, said he 
does not think the new law would 
affect him much. 

Atri, who sells cigars and pipe to- 
bacco but not cigarettes, said his cus- 
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ing out with friends. Martin has 
talked of walking the mountainous 
trail for seven years, But it was not 
until last year— his sixth at the Lab— 
that he made the commitment to 
take a sabbatical and set out. 

“I'm hoping this will be an adven- 
ture that I can learn and grow from,” 
he said. “But I don’t want to get my ex- 
pectations up. I just want to go out 
there and see what happens.” 

Martin was inspired to raise 
money for a cause after seeing those 
in his religious circle reach out to the 
sick and grieving. To date, he has 
raised $1,500 for Inner Outings, a 
program that pays for city kids to go 
on backpacking, camping and raft- 
ing trips. 

Martin will walk through Califor- 
nia, Oregon and Washington to the 
Canadian border town of Manning 
Park. He wants to walk fast enough 
to finish in October, when he will join 
his family for a long-planned hiking 
trip through Nepal. 

Family and friends who have ral- 
lied for Martin will continue their 
support during his six-month walk 
in the woods. More than a dozen 
people will bring him prepackaged 
crates of food and cooking supplies, 
some hiking with him for short stints. 
A lab colleague, a cousin from Sacra-

“We check (iden- 
tification) and we strictly follow the 
rules,” Drar said. When told about 
the proposed ordinance, Drar said “I 
don’t know why they’re going that 
far.” 

Councilman Norman La Force 
asked about the possibility of busi- 
nesses who advertise tobacco being 
“just beyond” the 1,600-foot prohib- 
itive area “that the kids go to any- 
way.” 

City Attorney Howard Stern said 
at the council meeting that “the code 
review committee had a map” and 
that “1,600 feet covers just about 
everything in El Cerrito.” 

La Force broached the idea of mak- 
ing El Cerrito a “dry town as far as to- 
bacco goes.” He said that there are 
“dry” towns where alcohol sales are 
prohibited, and asked if El Cerrito could 
simply ban the sale of tobacco prod- 
ucts within its boundaries. “You can 
have a dry town—why can’t you have 
a smoke-free town?” La Force said. 

The city attorney was asked to 
look into the question and report 
back to the council. 
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mento, his mother, two former house- 
mates from Oakland and several 
members of his synagogue will don 
hiking boots and join him on the 
trail.

Equipped for the route 


Martin starts his walk in the tiny 
Mexican border town of Campo, and 
snakes north through Warner 
Springs, Big Bear City and Kennedy 
Meadows, and the wildflower-dotted 
California desert. He will hike 
through Sonora Pass, Crater Lake, 
and by the alpine lakes and granite 
peaks of the Sierra Nevada. In the 
early fall, he will arrive in Oregon, 
hiking along the massive volcanoes 
and temperate forest of the Cas- 
cades. He will also see other hikers. 
An estimated 200 people applied for 
permits to through hike the Pacific 
Crest Trail this year. 

Planning for six months outdoors 
takes a lot of time, organization, en- 
ergy and money. Martin spent eight 
months stockpiling freeze-dried broc- 
coli, searching out the perfect ultra- 
light backpack and doing weekly 
hikes around the Bay Area. He can 
rattle off the name of the lightest tent 
on the market, the best cooking stove 
and where to buy the cheapest en- 
ergy bars. 

From a $38 Sunday Afternoons 
sun hat to a $320 Mountainsmith 
backpack to a $51 mountain ice ax, 
Martin is an official “gearhead.” All 
told, he socked $3,500 into equip- 
ment, including a tent that weighs 
less than two pounds, provisions and 
clothing. 

Martin will start his hike with Deb 
Raushi, a San Francisco special ed- 
ucation teacher he met on the Inter- 
net, and three others from Bakers- 
field and Boston. They plan to stick 
together for the first week before 
stopping to reevaluate their com- 
patibility, pace and game plan. “It’s 
a loose enough thing that if it does- 
n't work out we can go our separate

Make mental notes of 
the robber’s physical description and 
other observations that will help law 
enforcement officers. 3. If you can 
reach your silent alarm without this 
being noticed, do so. Otherwise, wait 
until the robber leaves. 

4. Have a prearranged signal with 
your employees that indicate a rob- 
ber is occurring. Do not use it if the 
robber can see you, instead, wait un- 
til the robber leaves. 

5. Most robbers are as nervous as 
you, so be careful.” The officers 
stressed that once a robbery occurs, 
lock the door and call the police.

During the week of April 4 Albany 
officers responded to seven false 
alarms, attended to seven lost or de- 
ceased animals, and assisted five peo- 
ple who were locked out of their house 
or car.

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dent lays there beside his wife Amey 
Webb Wheeler. The Sproul family, 
well represented in local and Uni- 
versity of California history, have 
their family section. City of El Cer- 
rito founder Wilhelm FE Rust, born in 
1857 in Germany, shares a tomb- 
stone with his wife Lina. Dean Wit- 
ter (1887-1969), of securities and in- 
vestment house fame, rests in Sunset 
View with other family members, 
surrounded by a ring of ivy and trees. 

John Galen Howard (1864-1931), 
lays under a simple flat stone that 
gives only his name and dates. 

Howard was the University of Cal- 
ifornia architect from 1902 to 1927 
and designed Beaux Arts and neo- 
classical style public buildings on 
both American coasts. 

He is responsible for such UC- 
Berkeley landmarks as Sather Tower, 
the Hearst Mining Building, the Greek 
Theater, Doe Library, California Hall 
and Durant Hall. When people walk 
through the central part of the Berke- 
ley campus and appreciate its layout, 
vistas and architecture, they are see- 
ing John Galen Howard’s vision. 

Helen Crandall has a memorial of 
rough-hewn granite holding a bronze 
plaque. “In loving memory,” the 
plaque reads and explains that Cran- 
dall was a volunteer nurse “who died 
in Berkeley at her post of duty dur- 
ing the influenza epidemic of 1918.” 

Thousands of mothers and fathers 
and husbands and wives and daugh- 
ters and sons lay in Sunset View. 
Some dates tell of long lives, lived 
out their full measure. Some dates 
tell of men and women who died 
beloved and in their prime. 

Barbara Pape Hutcheson (1943- 


1988) “mother — teacher — doctoral 
student” has a memorial on a knoll 
overlooking El Cerrito, the Bay and 
the Golden Gate. Nancy Lim (1951- 
1993) “Max’s mom forever” was, and 
is, surely loved. 

One stone reads “our beloved folks” 
and Ruth Marion Davis Cahalan (1945- 
1995) “beloved, compassionate wife 
and mother” is told “Look homeward, 
angel.” Nan Deng (1955) and Long 
Xiong (1954-1998) share a stone. 

Antonio Perez Morales (1945-1997) 
is remembered, as is “master mariner” 
W. A. Schelienberg (1917-1993). 
William J. Hampshire (1885-1943) is 
remembered simply as “dad.” 

One can only guess at the pain 
and family tragedy of the gravestone 
that reads; “Fanny M. Money — Nov. 
26, 1917-June 11, 1943 — and infant 
son and daughter.” 

Francis Ruttan said of his wife Betty 
Ruttan (1911-1944) “Her loveliness was 
surpassed only by her kindly nature.” 
Frederick A. Pollard (1861-1913) is said 
to be “absent from the body — present 
with the lord.” Harriet B. Pollard, born 
in 1859, was laid to rest beside Fred- 
erick in 1950, Hazel Edgecomb 
Matthews, “bride of William C. 
Matthews” died Feb. 19, 1915 “age 23 
yrs.” Billy Fong (Yan Wah), 1957-1973, 
is remembered as “our beloved son.” 

Old soldiers often document their 
military service on their stones. Mar- 
shall E. Fittro (1879-1961) was a cor- 
poral in Company D, Ist Regiment 
of the West Virginia Infantry in the 
Spanish American War. 

Howard M. Fittro (1906-1990) 
served in the U.S. Army in World 
War II. Wife and mother Anna L. Fit- 
tro (1883-1945) lies between her two 
veterans. David H. Clinton (1843- 
1927) has a stone that reminds us he 
was a private in Company E, 11th 
Regiment of the Missouri Infantry of

the Confederate States Army. 

A memorial states that California 
Highway Patrol officer Chas. H. Nis- 
sen “died in the performance of his 
duty that the highways might be 
made safe.” 

Sgt. B. EF Rawson, Company F 
2nd Massachusetts Cavalry, erected 
a triangular stone in memory of the 
men of the California Battalion who 
shipped out in 1863 from San Fran- 
cisco to fight for the Union in the 
Civil War. A tile embedded in the 
granite memorial depicts the banner 
presented to the departing warriors 
by the “ladies of SE” 

But in the cool bowers and nooks 
of Sunset View, the most affecting 
gravestones are probably the ones 
topped by figures of sleeping babies 
and resting lambs. These are the 
graves of children. 

Little Marie Navellier was three 
months shy of her sixth birthday 
when she died in 1912. 

Thomas Clark Gester lived only 
from April 12 to April 19 in 1914. 
One gravestone has two lambs 
carved atop it. The writing reads 
“Twin babes of Frank and Ella Lu- 
cas Jan. 5, 1909.” 

Roy Douglas Jackson (April 15, 
1942-May 7, 1943) is called “our 
baby” and Eliner S. Eugenia Camp- 
bell (1911-1914) is lovingly remem- 
bered as “our sunbeam.” 

During a cold sunset last week, a

section of this verdant city of the 
dead. Three young deer stepped 
lightly over stone grave markers 
searching here and there for tender 
grasses and shoots. They were un- 
concerned about the dead, but soon 
ears pricked up as they cautiously 
watched the approaching visitor. 
They turned and retreated toward 
the heart of the cemetery. 

As the sun set, the western sky 
first became orange and red, and 
then Marin County and its distant 
mountains became purple against 
the darkening sky. Fleet and sure of 
foot, the three deer moved quickly 
and silently and were soon lost in 
the darkness of approaching night.

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Disorder In The Court: Judge 
Julie Conger of the Berkeley-Albany 
Municipal Court was taken aback the 
other day when she got this fax from 
the husband of a prospective juror: 
“Please excuse my wife from jury 
duty as she gets very horny and will 
sleep with anyone who asks her.” 

“This kind of thing happens more 
often than you'd suspect,” says Judge 
Conger, who collects wacky stories 
from her fellow judges for her col- 
umn in “Courts Commentary,” the 
official publication of the California 
Judges Association. Here are some 
of her favorites: 

@ The prospective juror who filled 
out a jury questionnaire, listing this 
reason why he couldn't serve: “I 
would miss the O.J. trial on TV.”

“Well, let me put it this way,” said 
the pathologist. “The man’s brain 
was sitting in a jar on my desk. But 
I guess it’s possible he could be out 
there practicing law somewhere.” 


This is not the place to debate the 
rights and wrongs in the KPFA 
strike. But I do know one thing: The 
bloodletting has already cost us an 
irreplaceable local treasure. 

I refer, of course, to Larry Bensky, 
one of the most respected voices in 
Bay Area journalism, Larry was un- 
ceremoniously dumped over the 
weekend from his job as host of his 
popular Sunday morning talk show, 
“Sunday Salon.” His crime: sticking 
up for his boss, General Manager 
Nicole Sawaya, who previously had 
been given the boot. 

I call Larry a local treasure, but 
his reputation extends a lot further 
than the Bay Area. He won the pres- 
tigious George Polk Award in 1988 
for his work on the Iran-Contra scan- 
dal. And he has a slew of other hon- 
ors, including a record five Golden 
Reel Awards. 

But his real credential is the re- 
spect he has among his fellow re- 
porters. And here I speak from per- 
sonal experience. Whenever I write 
about something important, I always 
hold my breath for a few days until 
I hear Larry’s take on the same sub- 
ject, so I can find out if I got it right. 

Take the first Clinton inaugura- 
tion, back in 1992. I was there cov- 
ering it for the Contra Costa Times; 
Larry was covering it for KPFA. 

My report came out first, and I 
naively bought Clinton’s act — hook, 
line and sinker. God forgive me, but 
I think I actually used the “Don't stop 
thinking about tomorrow.”

‘Green design’ proves 


good for planet, people 


Bay Area homeowners go the extra mile 
for sustainable living with grace, beauty

en it comes to designing a 
home that’s in harmony with the 
environment, Mark DeMaio is 


as committed as a person can get. 

As DeMaio walks through a 2,000- 
square-foot Lake Tahoe-New Mexican- 
style home he built five years ago in Con- 
cord, he ticks off some of its ecological 
features: large windows in the upstairs 
bedroom face south to pull in sunlight 
for passive solar heating. They also gaze 
out at Mt. Diablo. Ceiling fans greatly re- 
duce the need for air-conditioning. A 
bright white “cool” roof wards off heat. 
Cellulose (primarily recycled newspaper) 
provides insulation much more efficiently 
than most synthetic insulators. 

The dry wall is also made of recycled 
paper. 

Cabinets are made of solid wood, not 
particleboard, to avoid potential chemi- 
cal irritation, and are treated with nat- 


ural finishes, not petroleum. The kitchen 
floors are of ceramic tile, not vinyl. 


About the only plastic you'll find in 


the house is in the wall sockets and the 
Jacuzzi. 


On an adjacent lot he’s building an- 


other house that’s even more environ- 
mentally correct — 
of straw bale made from Central Valley 
rice hulls that would be burned as waste. 

To DeMaio, as to most people in the 
world of environmental building design, 
it’s not just about reducing your energy 
bill or avoiding indoor air pollution. En- 
vironmental building design is about har- 
monizing with nature, walking softly on 
the earth — about living well without do- 
ing harm. 

But when DeMaio has rented the 
home out, the tenants he’s found have 
been more concerned with how well it 
works and how well it looks than with 


the exterior walls are

‘Cathedral’ a city treasure

The Cathedral Building is a stun- 
ning example of “flatiron” skyscraper 
construction. 

From its prominent location at the 
intersection of Broadway and Tele- 
graph avenues in downtown Oakland, 
this distinctive structure has anchored 
the changing cityscape since 1914. 

Architect Benjamin G. McDougall 
is said to have been influenced by 
New York City’s Woolworth Build- 
ing when he created the West Coast’s 
first fully-Gothic skyscraper. 

The 14-story steel-framed structure 
is clad in terracotta and decorative 
cast-concrete panels, and embelleshed 
with lavish Gothic ornamentation. 

Originally known as the Federal 


Realty Building, the Cathedral Build- 
ing took its name in 1969 after the 
owner explained that the top of the 
structure was very like a cathedral. 

The Cathedral Building has been 
renovated and is considered an ex- 
cellent re-use of a historic structure. 

Designated as a city landmark and 
listed on the National Register of His- 
toric Places, this unique property re- 


mains a solid downtown presence.

Bay Area neighborhoods enjoy Edwardian-era splendg 


Gems throughout Alameda’s ‘Gold

Part three of three parts 

n part two of this series on Ed- 

wardian buildings of the East Bay, 

we looked at some of the most in- 
teresting: examples of Edwardian Era 
architecture in Oakland and Pied- 
mont. 

Now let’s explore several out- 
standing Edwardian buildings in 
Alameda’s Gold Coast area, and in 
Berkeley's elegant Claremont district. 

Just as a reminder, “Edwardian” 
does not refer to a specific style, but 
rather a historic period during the 
early twentieth century. Thus, there 
is no such thing as “an Edwardian 
Style builaing,” as any building that 
was constructed between 1901 and 
1914 in an “nglish-speaking coun- 
try can properly be called an exam- 
ple of Edwardian Era architecture. 

Alameda is best known for its Vic- 
torian Era homes, which were built 
between about 1870 and 1900. But 
this island-city’s most fashionable 
neighborhood, the so-called “Gold 
Coast” along the western shore of 
the island, also contains some truly 
incredible examples of Edwardian 
Era architecture. 


The Gold Coast 


Rising like a vision from Renais- 
sance Italy, at,1601 Central Ave. at 
Paru Street is a unique “Venetian 
Villa” sty > nansion. Designed in 
1901 by the ocal architectural firm 
Cunningham and Politeo, this fanci- 
ful home was commissioned by an 
Alameda couple to commemorate 
their honeymoon. 

Flanking the round-arched door- 
way are two beautifully textured, 
molded-glass windows depicting 
scenes from Venice, Italy, where the 
couple had gone for their honeymoon. 

This “villa” also has two fear- 
some-looking gargoyles crouching 
beside the main entrance, and a 
rounded corner tower at one end and 
a pediment gable at the other end. 

This house was restored by its 
owner in the late 1980s to its origi- 
nal appearance, after a neo-Tudor re- 
modeling job in the 1930s.

Bay’s finest streets. It is lined with a 
fabulous array of Victorian Era and 
Edwardian Era homes on lushly 
landscaped lots. At 1100 Grand 
Street is a very nice Tudor-Revival 
style house. Designed in 1901 by 
Alameda architect J.W. Doliver, this 
home has an attractive rusticated 
stone front porch. It was originally 
built for a rising young salesraan 
named Peter A. Jordan. 

At 925 Grand St. at San Jose Street 
is a lovely Colonial Revival house, de- 
signed between 1901 and 1910 by the 
prolific Piedmont architectural firm 
A.W. Pattiani and Company. 

This house boasts a charming ar- 
ray of Neo-Georgian ornamentation. 

The lot is suitably spacious, cre- 
ating an overall impression of gra- 
ciousness. 

Gracing the west end of Grand 
St., on a park-like lot at number 701, 
is one of the finest Craftsman style 
residences in the entire Bay Area. 
The Hjul House was designed and 
built by its owner between 1905 and 
1920. Mr. Hjul, a Danish immigrant, 
built his dream house on what was 
then the last lot along the shoreline 
facing the Bay. 

Unfortunately, the city of Alameda 
allowed a landfill to be constructed 
along this part of the Gold Coast in 
the 1950s, so this house now looks 
out across a channel at a tract home 
development.

The Hjul house is a classic Crafts- 
man bungalow. It was designed by 
its owner builder for his own use; it 
was built of unpainted wood, brick, 
and stone — all-natural materials; 
and it combined historic features 
such as lead-latticed and casement 
windows, with a low sloping roof line 
and exposed roof beams under the 
overhanging eaves. 

There is also a rare, Japanese 
style “moon gate” wooden fence 
across the driveway. 

At 1428 Union St. at Santa Clara 
Avenue stands a supremely elegant ex- 
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THE CLAREMONT HOTEL’S unusual design combines a French Chateau facade with an impressive Spanish-Renaissance tower, 


ample of a neo-Georgian style Colo- 
nial Revival House. Built in 1902 for a 
dentist named Walter K. Scott, this 
charming two-story residence has a 
klinker brick foundation line, and a tall 
pediment portico with Ionic columns 
that creates an aura of elegance. 

A common phenomenon around 
the turn of the century was for well- 
to-do homeowners to add a major ad- 
dition onto a Victorian-era home, and 
remodel much of the interior of the 
original house in the process. This was 
the case with the Garratt Mansion, at 
900 Union St. at Clinton Street. 


The original house was designed 
in 1893 in the Queen Anne style by 
architect F. Claflin. In 1902, this res- 
idence was enlarged and remodeled 
by architect D.F Oliver, thus creat- 
ing an impressively massive, though 
somewhat eclectic, building. 

It has several very large and 
lovely stained glass windows, as well 
as a wide porch with four columns 
and three outsized dormer windows 
set into its hipped roof.

mise until you look at some of the 
local housing. 


For example, you may want a 
home with a kitchen that opens to a 
family room. After looking at listings 
in your favorite neighborhood, you 
discover that the homes were built 
in the 1920s without family rooms. 
So you'll have to compromise. You 
could decide to do without a family 
room. Or, you might look in a newer 
neighborhood where homes have 
family rooms, 

Another option is to buy an older 
home in your first choice neighbor- 
hood and remodel it to create a 
kitchen/family room. 

The more you look for homes, the 
more you'll be able to fine-tune your 
list of housing priorities so that it’s 
realistic for the marketplace. Then 
when you see a home that looks 
promising, weigh it against your list 


to see how closely it comes to ful- 
filling your housing needs. 

Don't decide for or against an ex- 
citing new listing if your only expo- 
sure to the property has been a view- 
ing at a Sunday open house. Open 
houses can be great exposure for list- 
ings, but, it is difficult for buyers to 
examine a listing when crowds of 
people are milling around. 

One couple almost made an offer 
on a new listing after seeing it once 
at an open house. Before making an 
offer, they asked their agent to take 
them back to the property for a sec- 
ond look. It was only during the sec- 
ond, private viewing that the prop- 
erty’s defects came to light. 

Before you decide to buy, ask your 
agent if there’s anything about the 
property that would make it difficult

to resell in the future. 

Well-located and well-maintained 
homes with good floor plans are the 
easiest to sell, especially in a down 
market. 

Homes with defects, like a poor 
floor plan or a location that's too 
close to busy highway, may be diffi- 
cult to resell without discounting the 
price. 

Resale potential shouldn't be the 
only reason you buy a home. But, 
factor it in to your decision particu- 
larly if you’re buying in a hot mar- 
ket where everything is selling. If the 
market turns, you could be stuck in 
a house you can't get out of easily.

Then you discovered 
that the market has gone crazy. 

The home that you considered 
buying was at a decent enough ask- 
ing price but there were seven offers 
on the property, turning the sale of 
the property into a mad auction. You 
found yourself completely out priced 
of the market. 

So you looked at your little home 
and you thought that there are 
enough positives to consider re- 
modeling the house and sending the 
kids to a private school. 

You then contacted the architects 
and contractors and you found that 
for around $80,000 you can add a 
bedroom, bathroom and remodel the 
kitchen. 

Unfortunately you do not have 
enough liquid assets to finish the pro- 
ject. So you turn to the equity in your 
home. Problem is, you already have a 
high equity position (like an 80 per- 
cent loan to value) in your home. 


There are two options; either an eq- 
uity line/second trust deed that is based 
on current “as-is” value, or a con- 
struction loan based on future value. 

An equity line or second trust 
deed would depend on your current 
first trust deed mortgage, the loan to 
value of that mortgage and the type 
of mortgage. 

If you have a fixed rate mortgage, 
most lenders can offer as much as 
100 percent financing. While there 
are a still few lenders left out there 
offering the 125 percent second trust 
deeds, they usually will limit the 
cash out to from $50,000 to a maxi- 
mum of $75,000. 

An adjustable rate mortgage 
(ARM) with out a deferred interest 
option (negative amortization) will 
probably limit your choice to a fixed 
rate second trust deed to 100 percent 
loan to value. An ARM that has the 
deferred interest option will be lim- 
ited to 90 percent or less. 

If you have good credit, many lo- 
cal banks will offer you an 80 per- 
cent equity line with virtually no 
costs. They often come with tnree 
or six month teaser rates of 5.95 to

6.95 percent. Your equity line func- 
tions just like a construction loan in 
that you write the bills as they come 
in against your line of credit. 

Be aware that most banks tie a 
$500 to $700 early payment penalty 
to the loan. 

Many wholesale lenders (the folks 
who sell us money) offer HELOC’s 
(Home Equity Line of Credit) to 90 
percent of the home’s value. At that 
90 percent loan to value (LTV) you 
can expect to pay around 9.625 per- 
cent for a low cost loan and 10.375 
percent for an no cost loan — with 
your excellent credit. 

There normally ia a teaser rate of 
around 2 percent below the fully in-

dexed rate (the index plus margin). 
The HELOC is interest only for a 10- 
year draw period, an adjustable rate 
— usually based on the prime lend- 
ing rate (sometimes plus the banks 
margin of .50 percent to 2 percent) 
and converts to a 15 year note after 
the draw period. Today's prime lend- 
ing rate is 7.75 percent. 

Offered rates are adjusted up or 
down based on credit scores and 
loan to value, Again this loan func- 
tions just like a bank’s equity line. 

You could also get a fixed rate 
second trust deed loan with no pre- 
payment penalties. Most lenders of- 
fer a straight 15 year (amortized) 
fixed rate to 100 percent of the value 
in your home or a 30 year (amor- 
tized) due in 15 years to 95 percent. 

With this type of loan, you receive 
the loan proceeds as one lump sum. 

Becoming more popular, however, 
is the construction-to-permanent 
loans that are based on the future 
value of you home after the im- 
provements have been made. Mod- 
eled after the FHA-203k program, 
the loan is limited to owner occupied 
properties and usually for only sin- 
gle family homes. 

The best of these programs will 
allow for a loan up to 80 percent of 
the home’s future value. The loan 


would be a single note. Payments 
during construction are interest only 
and the rate is based on prime less 
.50 points. 

Today’s rate would be 7.25 per- 
cent and you would only pay for the 
amount of money you use. 

For example, the current value of 
your home is $400,000 and your cur- 
rent mortgage is $320,000. The im- 
provements, an additional bedroom, 
bathroom and kitchen remodel, will 
add $120,000 to the current value 
based on the comparable sales in the 
neighborhood. 

Eighty percent of $520,000 would 
give you a new loan amount of 
$416,000, giving you gross proceeds 
of $96,000. 

But the costs for the construction 
loan are considerably higher, aver- 
aging more than 3 percent of the 
loan amount (about $12,480) which 
could reduce your proceeds to 
$83,520. The loan costs would be in- 
cluded in your first draw, which 
could be about $40,000, so your first 
interest only payments would be 
based on a loan amount of $360,000 
instead of $416,000. 

If your project comes in under 
budget and sooner than the 12 
months as scheduled, your final loan 
could be considerably less.

EPA sounds alert on possible home health hazards

The federal Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency suggests that home- 
owners follow three steps to ensure 
good indoor air quality: First, reduce 
sources of indoor pollution, such as 
stored toxins or chemical emissions; 
second, increase ventilation within 
the home; third, and only when ab- 
solutely necessary, consider buying 
an air cleaner. 

According to the EPA, hiring a 
consultant to test for indoor pollu- 
tants can be expensive. They gener- 
ally don’t recommend it, except when 
radon is an issue, or in special cir- 
cumstances. Jed Waldman, chief of 
the Indoor Air Quality Section of the 
state Department of Health Service's 
Environmental Health Laboratory in 
Berkeley, suggests that people bring 
in a building contractor if they sus- 
pect leaky walls, or PG&E if they 
suspect problems with their furnace. 

Is your home making you sick? 
Although there are many physicians 
who believe that many people are 
sickened by tiny exposures to a mul- 
titude of common chemicals (many 
are called “clinical ecologists” or say 
they practice “environmental medi- 
cine,” most mainstream doctors and 
scientists say there is no proof that 
the condition exists and much evi- 
dence that it does not. 

Dr, Ronald E. Gots, co-author of 
“Multiple Chemical Sensitivity, de- 
scribes it as “a label given to people 
who do not feel well for a variety of 
reasons and who share the common 
belief that chemical sensitivities are 
to blame.” 

“It defies classification as a dis- 
ease. It has no consistent character- 
istics, no uniform cause, no objec- 
tive or measurable features. It exists 
because a patient believes it does and 
a doctor validates that belief,” Gots 
writes, 


Gots and his co-author, Dr. 
Stephen Barrett, say that subjective 
symptoms of MCS cannot be veri- 
fied through clinical testing or lab 
results; that symptoms most often 
cited are often caused by other ail- 
ments or can be psychosomatic; that 
the ailment is often blamed on lev- 
els of chemicals that are far lower 
than have ever been shown to pro- 
duce symptoms; and that there is no 
scientific evidence that developing a 
sensitivity to one substance will lead 
to greater sensitivity to a wide range 
of substances. 

They also say that many of the 
remedies are worse than the disease. 
People purportedly suffering from 
MCS have been told to spend thou- 
sands of dollars to modify their 
homes, to buy ventilators, and some- 
times to move. 


According to the EPA, “There are 
many types and sizes of air cleaners 
on the market, ranging from rela- 
tively inexpensive table-top models 
to sophisticated and expensive 
whole-house systems. Some air 
cleaners are highly effective at par- 
ticle removal, while others, includ- 
ing most table-top models, are much 
less so. Air cleaners are generally not 
designed to remove gaseous pollu- 
tants.” 


Asbestos can be found in many 
homes, but is only a problem if it is 
disturbed. Asbestos that is in good 
condition should generally be left 
alone, the EPA advises, Any removal 
should only be done by profession- 
als. The federal Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency has good information 
on a Web page, www.epa.gov/as- 
bestos. Or you can reach them by 
phone at 415-744-1500.

ginia Schomer, an interior designer 
in Mill Valley who runs Building Con- 
cerns, a nonprofit group dedicated 
to environmental building principles.

Waldman, chief of the Indoor Air 
Quality Section of the state Depart- 
ment of Health Service’s Environ- 
mental Health Laboratory in Berke- 
ley. The Rug Doctor and similar 
steam-cleaning methods can get out 
spots. But he says they can also en- 
courage the growth of mold beneath 
the rug if drying takes too long. 

There is great controversy about 
chemical emissions from new Car- 
pets. Kibbey and some other envi- 
ronmental consultants oppose almost 
all synthetics, Victoria Schomer rec- 
ommends that her clients buy nat- 
ural fabric rugs, or low-emission syn- 
thetics. 

The Carpet and Rug Institute, 
which runs an industry-wide volun- 
tary air quality testing and labeling 
program, says carpets emit fewer or- 
ganic compounds than many other 
home-furnishings, and says most of 
the compounds and odor dissipate 
within two or three days of installa- 
tion. The institute cites studies that 
have found no cancer or toxicity 
health risks from carpet. 

Kathryn Sellers, the institute’s di- 
rector of public relations, says car- 
pets actually can improve air qual- 
ity by trapping dust that would 
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otherwise float through the air — and 
into people’s nostrils. It can then be 
vacuumed up by a vacuum with 
strong suction. She suggests that 
people who suffer allergies buy high- 
efficiency filtration vacuum bags. 
“They're more expensive, but they're 
worth it,” she says. ‘ 

According to the EPA's “The In- 
side Story: A Guide to Indoor Air 
Quality”, “In recent years, a number 
of consumers have associated a va- 
riety of symptoms with the installa- 
tion of new carpet. Scientists have 
not been able to determine whether 
the chemicals emitted by new car- 
pets are responsible.” 

The EPA recommends that buy- 
ers of new carpet ask for low-emis- 
sion material, have the contractor air 
the carpet out before bringing it into 
the house, and make sure the home 
is well-ventilated during installation 
and for a few days afterwards. The 
Carpet and Rug Institute suggests 
that consumers check for carpet that 
has the CRI Indoor Air Quality Test- 
ing label. 


“The first thing people should be 
careful about are gas appliances,” 
Waldman says, “because they can kill 

ou.” 

: Carbon monoxide, an odorless 
byproduct of gas combustion, can 
kill people, or cause dizziness and 
confusion in smaller doses. Excess 
carbon dioxide from a poorly venti- 
lated gas stove can cause drowsiness 
— and many kitchen stoves are not 
well vented, David Kibbey, a Berke- 
ley environmental building inspec- 
tor, recommends electric stoves as a 
safer alternative, even though gas 
stoves generally are more energy ef- 
ficient.

home proponents argue that electro- 
magnetic radiation from household 
wiring or appliances, or from high- 
power transmission lines, is linked 
to leukemia or other cancers, al- 
though David Kibbey concedes, in 
his “Architectural Resource Guide,” 
that the jury remains out. 

Many scientists go even further. 
The National Research Council, a 
Congressionally-chartered nonprofit 
group that is affiliated with the Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences, has con- 
cluded that “no clear, convincing ev- 
idence exists to show that residential 
exposures to electric and magnetic 
fields are a threat to human health.” 

The council said that there is a 
statistical correlation between the in- 
cidence of childhood leukemia and 
proximity of homes to transmission 
lines, but said the studies failed to 
rule out other reasons for the corre- 
lation, noting that homes that are 
near power lines may also share 
other characteristics, including age 
of the home, density of the neigh- 
borhood, and traffic patterns. 


Heating and air conditioning 


Dirty air is often spread through- 
out a house by poorly installed or 
maintained heating and air-condi- 
tioning system. Waldman urges peo- 
ple to check their furnaces before 
winter arrives. The American Lung 
Association suggests that furnace fil- 
ters be changed monthly. Humidifier 
and air conditioning drain pans 
should also be cleaned regularly. 

Kibbey, who works with many 
people who suffer from allergies, res- 
piratory problems and headaches, 
suggests that people upgrade their 
heating and air-conditioning filters. 
At the low end, pleated filters at $8- 
$10 each are more effective than 
standard fiberglass, he says. Passive 
electro-static filters ($75-$100, and 
good for seven to 10 years) are even 
better — though he says electronic 
electro-static filters are ineffective 
and may present environmental

McDuffie Real Estate Company of 
Berkeley, beginning in 1905. 

Most of the homes in the Clare- 
mont district were built between 
1906 and 1928, meaning many of 
them are from the Edwardian Era. 

Here are some standouts: 

@ Randolph School 

Bernard Maybeck designed the old 
Randolph School at 2700 Belrose Ave. 
at Derby Street. It was built in 1909 


as a small private academy, but it was 
converted into a private residence 
many years ago. Behind the tall fence 
along Belrose Avenue, passersby can 
just get a glimpse of the multiple, 
steeply-pitched gables of the several 
brown-shingled pavilions that are part 
of this old school complex. 

@ Campbell House 

Further up the block, at 2815 
Claremont Blvd., stands one of the 
few surviving examples of a Ja- 
cobean Revival style house in the 
East Bay. This massive brick two- 
story residence was designed in 1909 
by San Francisco architects T. Pat- 
terson Ross for a Mr. Campbell. 


HILLS NEWSPAPERS 


The Campbell House resembles 
the seventeenth-century Bacon's Cas- 
tle in Tidewater, VA, with its massive 
brick pilastered chimneys on either 
end, lead-latticed windows and 
curved stepped “Dutch style” gables. 

@ Saint Clement’s Episcopal 
Church at 2837 Claremont Blvd, at 
Russell is one of the sharpest Edwar- 
dian Era gems in the East Bay. The 
church was designed in 1908 by San 
Francisco architect Willis Polk, the ar- 
chitect who first hired Bernard May- 
beck when he arrived in the Bay Area. 

Saint Clement’s Church has a 
New England meeting house design, 
with its grey-shingled exterior and

As she learned about the possible 
health effects of breathing in 
formaldehyde from pressed wood 
and dander trapped in rugs, she says, 
she also started worrying about the 
bottom line. “I don’t understand why 
every designer, every builder,” she 
says, “isn’t afraid they're going to be 
sued for giving people products that 
make them sick.” 

Besides the feel-good factor and 
potentially better health, environ- 
mental home proponents say, home- 
owners can benefit through reduced 
costs for energy, construction and 
materials. They can also benefit by 
living in a home that harmonizes 
with its site — taking advantage of 
natural light and landscaping — and 
that expresses in its visual form the 
environmental consciousness of its 
owners. 

“People who choose to live in an 
ecological home start to realize that 
their habitations reflect their own in- 
terests and intentions and beliefs,” 
says architect Kevin Falkerson, 
owner of Symbios EcoDesign and 
Construction in Sebastopol. “One 
supports the other. There’s a positive 
psychological and spiritual aspect 
that comes with that. Some people 
are looking for more meaning in 
their habitations. It’s not just a ma- 
chine to go home to.” 

Environmental design doesn’t 
have to be an all-or-nothing proposal, 
says Falkerson, who incorporates en- 
vironmental principles into all of his 
work, both designs that are “very ex- 
pressive, looking very much like a 
natural form, having imagery that 
makes you feel you are in nature,” 
to homes that “look like a conven- 
tional house. All the features could 
be invisible.”

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Sue Phalen of Walnut Creek hired 
Falkerson to build an addition to her 
1950’s-era Eichler-styled, modernistic 
ranch home that would include pas- 
sive solar design with a rammed 
earth wall to absorb and store heat. 

The design, which Falkerson 
worked up with the Phalens, very 
much captures the look of nature. 

Phalen, who recently retired as 
education director for Heather Farm 
Garden Center in Walnut Creek, has 
long been an environmentalist, and 
met Falkerson when both were vol- 
unteering for Earth Day at the Con- 
cord Pavilion in 1994. 

“I really am a believer in utilizing 
nature as much as possible on its 
own terms,” says Phalen, who raises 
vegetables and chickens on her 
three-quarters of an acre. 

Rammed earth is a newly fash- 
ionable but ancient technique that 
involves creating walls by pouring 
sand, soil and a bit of cement into 
molds, then pounding it with a pneu- 
matic hammer. 

The 500-square-foot room, which 
Phalen and her husband use as com- 
bination bedroom and solarium, fea- 
tures a soaring ceiling rising to 


clerestory windows, a wall of win- 
dows facing two interidr concave 
walls of rammed earth, and wooden 
cabinetry and beams from a tree that 
had fallen on Point Reyes. 

The rammed earth and white 
walls provide a warm, comforting ef- 
fect around the bed, and turn the 
front of the room, by the windows, 
into a bright indoor patio. 

“It has a very nice aesthetic ef- 
fect,” says Falkerson, who also says 
rammed earth is a way of using lo- 
cal materials to build a home. The 
dirt used for Phalen’s addition was 
dug up on her lot. 

Rammed earth is ideal for passive 
solar heating and cooling. During the 
winter, the solarium windows facing 
south allow sunlight to strike the 
walls, “The solarium converts sun- 
light into heat and the rammed earth 
mass absorbs it,” Falkerson says, 
then radiates it back at night. 

During the summer, grapes grow- 
ing on a trellis along the top of the 
window help keep the inside cool. Mi- 
mosa and English walnuts towering 
above the house keep it cool during 
the summer, Phalen says. Falkerson 
built a model of the house and tested

it using a simulated sun to make sure - 
summer sun would not get inside. ~ 

It worked, Phalen says. During 
the summer, she says, the addition 
is generally 10 degrees cooler than 
the rest of the house. The hardy 
Phalens, who rarely use their heater _ 
anywhere in the house, have no 
other heat source in the addition © 
other than passive solar, and say 
none is needed. 

“I've never had anyone walk in 
here,” she says of the addition, “and 
not go ‘Wow!’ ”

Gauchos finish

ALAMEDA — All in all, it was a pretty 
good tournament for El Cerrito. 

Coming into the Willie Stargell Easter 
Classic here at College of Alameda, the 
Gauchos had the only losing record of 
any team in the tournament.

Redemption 


It was a bit of redemption for El Cer- 
ito; the Gauchos had lost to Encinal 10- 
in their first ACCAL game two weeks 


ago. Jets pitcher Dontrelle Willis had 
thrown a five-inning no-hitter in that 
game. 

It was different on Friday. El Cerrito 
spotted Encinal a 5-2 lead and then came 
back to score five runs on only one hit 
in the sixth as the Jets’ defense collapsed. 
That one hit was a biggie — Gabe Gray 
hit a two-run double that gave the Gau- 
chos a 6-5 lead. 

“Last game against Encinal, the field 
conditions were pretty unfair because of 
all the wind and I just wasn’t comfort- 
able,” said Gray, who pitched and went 
the distance, giving up five runs on six 
hits. “Today I felt real good and my arm 
was strong, so I went out there and did 
the best I could.” 

Gray helped himself at the plate in an 
offensive outbreak of hits for the pitcher. 

“As far as my hitting goes, today was 
my breakout game,” said Gray. “I haven't 
really hit all season. I’ve been getting on 
base, but I haven't felt good at the plate. 
I did the job today. 

“We didn’t know if we were going to 
play these guys (Encinal) or Dublin. It 
was a mental thing, we really didn’t talk 
about it.” 


Gray also drove in a run in the fifth 
inning; his line single to left drove in Dan 
Benton, who had drawn a walk with two 
out in the fifth. 


Comeback 


“We came back and got one,” coach 
Dennis Abel said. “We certainly felt we 
matched up with them other than (Don- 
trelle) Willis. He’s awful tough and he’s 
a heck of a ballplayer. 

“We felt we had a shot and we felt we 
could win.

Panthers make 
their mark at 
Arcadia 


Boys mile relay among top 20 in nation, 
Warren sets meet shot put record

Four feet and four seconds don’t seem 
like much if you were trying to rearrange 
a heavy chair in your living room, but in 
track those measurements can be enor- 
mous. 

The St. Mary’s High track made good 
use of those stats at the Arcadia Invita- 
tional High School meet last Saturday in 
Arcadia California. 

The Panthers 1,600-meter relay team 
knocked four seconds off its best time 
this year to finish in 3:16.71 second, tied 
for fifth at the prestigious meet. 

Fifth may not sound like much of a 
finish, but the nighttime invitation-only 
race had many of the best mile relay 
teams in the nation competing. 

The mark is among the top 20 in the 
country and is also the best in the North 
Coast Section this season. When a relay 
team can take that much time off in a 
single week, it is astounding. 

“We dropped four seconds off our 
time,” said St. Mary’s coach Jay Lawson. 
“The guys ran 3:20.54 at the Oakland In- 
vitational last week. We’re sixth in the 
state.” 

California usually represents the best 
in track and field in the country. Only 
Texas ranks up there and the Arcadia 
meet had anyone who’s anyone running. 

Running for St. Mary’s was Paki Gor- 
don, Kimani Lovan, Jamaal Brown and 
Denye’ Versher. 

Those four guys will be going to the 
Penn Relays in two weeks. Their time 
last Saturday would have been good 
enough to send them to the finals last 
year at that relay. 


Meet record 


The other amazing finish was Ka- 
maiya Warren in the shot put. The St. 
Mary’s freshman had been on the verge 
of uncorking a long throw this season 
and she certainly did it at the right meet. 

Warren won the day section of the 
meet with a record throw of 43 feet, 2 
inches. The day section was open to all 
athletes, unlike the seeded and invita- 
tional night portions of the meet. How- 
ever, Warren’s mark would have given 
her fifth overall for the entire meet. 

“She set the meet record for the day 
meet by three feet,” said Lawson of his 
young thrower. “That was her best throw 
by almost four feet. She just put every- 
thing together right.” 

The relay and shot put marks might 


not have impressed anyone had the ath- 
letes been doing poorly coming into the 
meet, but they had actually been doing 
well. 

“It’s not like we'd been running poorly 
in the mile relay, and 39 feet was a good 
mark for the shot put coming into the 
meet,” said Lawson. “We think Kamaiya 
has a huge future.” 


Other results 


St. Mary’s and Berkeley High had 
some more marks at Arcadia that were 
impressive. 

The St. Mary’s boys 400-meter relay 
team placed second in the seeded night 
section of the meet in 42.73. The Pan- 
thers should have won the race, but a 
poor handoff between leadoff runner 
Chris Dunbar and No. 2 man Gordon 
spelled the difference. 

“Chris came up on Paki too quickly 
and missed his hand,” said Lawson. “I 
think if we had a good exchange we 
would have won.” 

Connor Banks and Versher finished 
the race for St. Mary’s, as the team 
placed second to Muir of Pasadena 
(42.69) by only .04 seconds 

Still, the Panthers’ time is the fastest 
in the North Coast Section this season, 
with Bishop O’Dowd holding the second 
fastest time. Gordon, Versher, Lovan and 
Banks will run the 400 relay at the Penn 
Relays as well. 

The St. Mary’s relay runners also com- 
peted in the individual events as well. 

Lovan ran the fastest 400-meter race 
of his life, going 48.75 for fifth. It bet- 
tered his time of 49.44 set at Stanford a 
few weeks back. 

Gordon placed eighth in the 200 me- 
ters at 22.80 while running in the tough 
inside lane of the seeded race 

Versher ran a 49.90 for second place 
in the day section of the 400. 

In the 110-meter high hurdles, St 
Mary’s Quaintis Cann placed fourth in 
the day section at 14.53, beating Berke- 
ley High junior Daveed Diggs at 14.90 

Cann has had an injury this season, 
but last year’s state qualifier is on his 
way back to stardom. Diggs beat Cann 
only a week before at the Oakland Re- 
lays. 

Berkeley sophomore Kaila Sampson 
won the girls 100-meter low hurdles at 
15.08 and she was fifth in the 300 hur- 
dles at 46.23. Both races were in the day

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are doing. “It allows them to create 
stories for themselves and role play 
with their friends,” said Sibbett. The 
sand surrounding the tree house, 
called The Sandy Sea, also fosters 
imagination. “It’s an area for kids to 
role play about crawling out of the 
sea onto the beach,” said Sibbett. At 
a later date, he added, the exhibit will 
feature a map leading the kids to 
buried treasures a starfish, a boot 
or gold coins that will be buried two 
feet under the sand. Written clues to 
the “treasures” are intended to en- 
courage literacy skills. But Sibbett 
hopes that the learning experiences 
on Play Island will go beyond The 
Sandy Sea and tree house. “Our 
biggest goal is to provide frame- 
works...to do learning later in life,” 
he said. “We're trying to encourage 
kids to have positive learning expe- 
riences.” The possibilities for learn- 
ing that are based on informal learn- 
ing environments like Play Island 
range from the ability for kids to 
transport themselves into a fantasy 
to the desire to read “Swiss Family 
Robinson” or other deserted island 
stories at a later time in life, said Sib- 
bett. Future plans for the exhibit in- 
clude a “mischievous rain cloud,” lo- 
cated at the sunny end of the island, 
said Sibbett. It will float over the 
Sand Sea, periodically erupting into 
mist and rain and will be synchro- 
nized with sound of thunder, light- 
ning, and then birds chirping as the

light,” he said. There is already 
plenty of skewed reality in the ex- 
hibit for children to delight over. Sib- 
bett put a fantastical spin on the large 
Banyan tree that provides the frame- 
work for the tree house by painting 
it red. The “goofy” color, said Sibbett, 
“promotes fantasy play for the kids 
and adults.” The color also “sets it 
off from the other trees...as a visual 
landmark.” Besides, added Sibbett, 
“who's to say that trees aren’t red?” 
Aside from the scheduled additions, 
the designers might be inspired to 
make more changes to the exhibit af- 
ter they see kids playing on and with 
Play Island. After all, “it’s not a sci- 
ence,” said Sibbett. “It’s open-ended, 
it’s blue sky.” “Sometimes we find 
kids using our environments in a way 
we never intended,” he said. “Maybe 
we will see something that the kids 
are doing that we can build upon.” 
With a job that requires designing 
fantasy play equipment for kids, it 
seems that Sibbett must be in close 
contact with his inner child. While 
this is true, he said that keen obser- 
vation and having a good memory of 
childhood is all that’s necessary for 
the job. “What makes a good de- 
signer of anything is to be in good 
touch with the user,” he said. “Being 
more light-hearted and whimsical in 
one’s life approach helps too.” Play 
Island is part of the $1.5 million 
Fairyland restoration project paid for 
by 1996 Measure I funds. Play Island 
opened April 10 to the public. Fairy- 
land is open Wednesday through 
Sunday and is located at 1520 Lake- 
side Dr. For more information call 
452-2259 or visit Fairyland’s Web site 
at www.fairyland.org.

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Eyes, ears on 
DaimlerChrysler 
at New York 
auto show

ore than a year has passed since the 
Mets known as DaimlerChrysler was 

created by joining Germany's Mer- 
cedes-Benz and Chrysler, America's third- 
largest carmaker, The year has been a watch- 
ful one for automotive journalists, looking for 
clues to see what road into the future the com- 
pany will take. 


Judging from the talk at the New York 
Auto Show in April, if anyone still thinks that 
the fusion of the two names was a merger in- 
stead of a take-over he (or she) isn't a jour- 
nalist. That was clear from the jokey talk in 
the media room. “They're going to simplify 
the name," said one journalist. “They'll take 
the “Daim!' from Daimler and the ‘er’ from 


Chrysler." But the best was: “How do you 
pronounce ~ DaimlerChrysler?’ " 


Answer: “Daimler. The ‘Chrysler is silent." 
Oooh. 


Joking aside, the pronunciation of the 
name does give pause. One hears it DIMEler, 
the German way, and DAMEler, which is how 
the British pronounce the same spelling of a 


- car name that is owned by Jaguar. Indeed, 


Daimler (DAMEler) is one of the oldest names 
on a British car and is essentially an ultra- 
posh Jaguar, which Ford now owns, 


Pressroom speculators played with the 
thought of what a stir Ford could create if 
they chose to dub a future model “Daimler" 
(DAMEler). 


What would Daimler (DIMEler) do about 
that? An unlikely scenario, but fun to con- 
template, But what about the year of Daim- 
lerChrysler? How has it been? 


Management has called it a success. Costs 
down, profits up and stock on the upturn. Ev- 
idence remains that not all are delighted with 
the changes. 


Some eight or nine top people have left 
Chrysler for other pastures, at least perceived 
as greener. And rumors of still others con- 
templating a change were mongered about 
the auto show floor. Juergen Schrempp, chair- 
man of DaimlerChrysler, pooh-poohed the de- 
partures saying that those leaving constituted 
a scant handful out of millions of employees. 


He added that if DaimlerChrysler needed 
more executives they would “buy” them. 


The feeling around the auto show was that 
“buy” was perhaps an ill-chosen word given 
the past reputation of Mercedes-Benz for ar- 
rogance, a rap the company has been trying 
to mitigate by actually paying attention to in- 
put from buyers. 


“Schrempp's English is too good to explain 
away that word (buy) as an error," said one 
longtime observer of the automotive scene. 


Among the rumors being picked over at 
the show was that Robert Eaton, the Chrysler 
CEO who represented the American company 
in the organization of DaimlerChrysler, and 
also designated as chairman of the new com- 
pany, was going to leave the international 
company earlier than his previously intended 
retirement date of 2001. 


Eaton did not deny the possibility. Said an 
observer: “Why not? He's done what he set 
out to do when he came to Chrysler from 
General Motors." 


A cynic put in: “You mean assured him- 
self of a rather massive fortune for a simple 
Arkansas City, Kansas boy?" The Observer 
wasn't buying that. “No. Bob Eaton wanted 
to make sure that Chrysler would never be 
in the precarious position it was several years 
ago. He's done that." 


The cynic remarked, recalling news brief- 
ings from the Vietnam war: 


“Isn't that rather like bombing a village to 
‘save’ it?" Or maybe like Scarlett O'Hara vow- 
ing to never be hungry again. Well, none of 
the executives will be. 


The unions are not so certain that their 
members fared as well in the deal as they 
were led to believe they would. That is an- 
other point under observation. 


Still another observer, perhaps partly cyn- 
ical, noted that the two chairmen of the new 
company were both designated “chairman" 
rather than “co-chairman." He said: “That 
means whenever Eaton leaves, whether in a 
few months, or in 2001, there will be no re- 
placement for him. DaimlerChrysler will be 
clearly German." 


But that was no revelation. Leaving 
Schrempp as the sole chairman was the plan 
from the start. 


Rumors sometimes start as a question and 
then in the telling lose the upward inflection. 
“Is Tom Gale leaving Chrysler?" was the ques- 
tion I heard in the morning. Tom Gale is a 
Chrysler vice president and the man respon- 
sible for Chrysler's clear leadership in auto- 
motive design. By evening the question mark 
was gone. “Tom Gale is leaving, too.” 


That's the dynamic of too many automo- 
tive journalists in too close an environment. 
I wrote a note about it with “UNVERIFIED!" 
in red. One learns so much at auto shows.

th sport utility vehicles be- 

coming bigger, heavier, and 
more expensive, it's nice to know 
there are small, easy-to-handle 
models available. Case in point: 
Honda CR-V. 

A couple years ago when Honda 
introduced this SUY, it captured the 
hearts of a lot of buyers. In no time, 
the CR-V became the best selling 
SUV in its class. So what does 
Honda do to improve the CR-V? If 
they make it bigger, the cute little 
SUV will lose its attractiveness to 
many buyers. Honda's solution: 
keep this fun-to-drive sport ute the 
same size, but add more horse- 
power, 

Under the hood of this 1999 
model is an aluminum 2.0-liter, four 
cylinder, DOHC 16-valve engine 
that produces 146 horsepower, an 
increase of power by 20 horses. 
That's not super powerful by today's 
standards, but its performance was- 
n't lacking. This CR-V had all the 
get-up-and-go required for climb- 
ing some steep hills in rugged off- 
road terrain. And it's also capable 
of towing up to 1,000 pounds. 

My tester was the top-of-the-line 
EX model with four-wheel drive. 
Well equipped, it sells for $21,233. 
The only options included were 
floor mats and roof rack. I was sur- 
prised to see all the amenities that 
were standard equipment. Other 
models are the 2WD LX and 4WD 
LX. My tester had a five-speed 
manual transmission; for those who 
prefer, an automatic is available. 

This four-door SUV features 
Real Time 4WD. Under normal

Dear Doctor: I own a 1992 Pon- 
tiac Grand Prix with the 3400 Se- 
ries engine. When the car sits 
overnight and I start the engine in 
the morning, it will run at a high 
rpm for about three minutes and 
the service engine light will come 
on and stay on. The serpentine belt 
also squeaks, even after I sprayed 
belt dressing on it. Please advise.

Dear Julian: A cold engine will 
run at a high rpm (approximately 
1,800 to 2,000 rpm) for the first 
three minutes. To check on the ser- 
vice engine light, a quick check 
with a Mastertech scan tool will re- 
veal what the trouble code is. As 
for the noisy serpentine belt, never 
use any kind of belt dressing on ei- 
ther serpentine of an old style v- 
belt. Clean off all the pulleys, check 
the automatic belt tensioner, and

Dear Ken: The first start in the 
morning puts a load on the alter- 
nator. If there is any belt slippage, 
the alternator belt will squeal upon 
start up. Fan belts need to be very 
tight on today's engines. The use 
of belt dressing will make short life 
of good belts. Never use any dress- 
ing or lubricant on belts.

Dear Erma: Your Explorer is not 
the only vehicle to use a quart of 
oil at 1,000 miles.

Today's 
highly refined engine oils are very 
thin and flow very easily. Combine 
thin oil, hot running engines, pre- 
cise fuel management, tight engine 
clearances and you have a recipe 
for the high oil consumption. My 
recipe for high oil consumption 
without a major tear down for an 
engine that is out of warrantee is a 
heavier weight oil.

The speedometer unit 
is available from the parts depart- 
ment at your Ford dealer. I also rec- 
ommend replacement of the upper 
cable section. 


Help with octane rating? 


Dear Doctor: I own a 1997 Lin- 
coln Mark VII which I enjoy. My 
question is about the use of regu- 
lar unleaded gasoline. The manual 
says to use premium unleaded, 
however I have been using regular 
unleaded because of the savings. I 
have also noticed a slight engine 
ping. Will I do any harm using the 
regular unleaded? I am a conserv- 
ative driver. Harold 

Dear Harold: The Mark VII has 
a dual overhead camshaft 32-valve 
engine that does require premium 
unleaded gas. The use of regular 
unleaded gas will cause carbon to 
build on the valves, and the ping- 
ing will cause premature damage 
(wear) to the pistons and valves.

What do I mean by balance? 
There is a physical element to bal- 
ance of course, that sort of cat-like 
agreement between the object and 
gravity and all the other forces that 
tug at it. A car must indeed find a 
happy place within the field of forces 
acting upon it. And it should be a dy- 
namic, happy relationship to qualify 
as balanced. Something, there is, that 
wants a car off the road, into the 
bumper ahead of it or whirling 
dervishly in the center of the high- 
way. Those are the forces I speak of 
— some capricious, some malicious. 
Those are the forces engineers con- 
spire to thwart through design and 
innovation. 
Taut bodies, good brakes, appro-

priate suspensions and tires — these 
must assist a vehicle in its dance with 
the physics of motion, The tempo of 
the dance depends on what the ve- 
hicle is intended to do, because suit- 
ability to its purpose is an element 
in balance as well. 

The physical world is not the only 
area in which balance plays a role. I 
also seek balance is all the sensory 
input too: visual, kinesthetic, audi- 
tory and even olfactory. 

Important to overall balance are 
the engine and transmission. A weak 
engine in a car that looks shaped by 
the wind is disappointing. But then 
again, an engine capable of high 


speed had better have the brakes and 
handling to go with it. Critical to bal- 
ance, in my judgment, is the shape 
of the torque curve. For American 
drivers, sharp acceleration is more 
important than top speed. They can't 
cruise the Autobahn at 100-150 mph, 
so they want torque for off the line, 
for merging and for passing and for 
getting to the speed that they are al- 
lowed. 

Smoothness affects balance. 
Smooth shifts (and no hunting on 
hills for automatics), and smooth ac- 
celeration (no chugging torque steer 
when a turbo kicks in for instance). 

Take the visual. It must please the 
eye. The balanced vehicle can do 
what it looks like it can do. Consider 
the sport utility vehicle for instance 
(which does a rather slow and mea- 
sured dance.) If it is armed with 


brush guards and aggressive tires, 
then it had better deliver on the 
rugged off-road. 

And as a car sits low to the 
ground and appears rather growly 
even in the parking lot, then it had 
better have an engine and handling 
characteristics to fill out its image. 
Balance is in fulfilling promises. 

The vehicle should feel right, too. 
The seats should be right for the ve- 
hicle's purpose. A seat in a car that 
is meant to be driven with elan 
should have side bolstering and a 
firmness of support. 

In any car, the seats should adjust 
easily to fit the occupants. The steer- 
ing wheel should fill the hand just 
right, the switches should be physi- 
cally pleasing and ergonomically sat- 
isfying in their placement. 

The rightness of it all should not 


be loud about it, but rather make it- 
self evident in the warmth of satis- 
faction. 

The ears should be pleased, too. 
A hush seems appropriate in a lux- 
ury sedan, a throaty exhaust note in 
a sports car, the sing of tires perhaps 
in an SUV. You can recognize audi- 
tory balance because then what you 
hear can be classified as sound, not 
noise. 

Yes, the thwack the door makes 
when slammed makes a difference 
in balance, too. Whether that sound 
has anything to do with the quality 
of construction of a vehicle, a wimpy 
sound will upset the balance. The 
sound system that delivers music or 
the spoken word should be appro- 
priate to the vehicle (and to the 
owner). The sense of balance is def-
